“CAUGHT IN TEXAS. 


THE FUGITIVE TREASURER OF 
TENNESSEE, 


The Telegraph Intercepts Him at San Antonio—Fur- 
ther Developments of the Management of His 
Office—How Bonds Were Manipulated 
and Cash Made Available. 


NASHVILLE, January 8.—A New Orleans 
special to the American says: It was learned 
Sunday that Colonel Marsh T. Polk, the de- 
faulting treasurer of Tennessee, was in the 
city fer several hours on Saturday, and he 
could have been arrested without any trouble 
if the fact of the defalcation had been tele- 
graphed afew hours earlier. Colonel Polk 
reached here by the Jackson railroad at 7 
a.m. He was accompanied by a person who 
answers tothe description of his nephew, 
Van Polk, and a Mexican serving man. 
The party made no attempt at conceal- 
ment, but rode boldly around this city 
ina hack, making purchases of blankets, 
guns, pistols, ammunition, etc. Colonel Polk 
was recognized by s@veral persons and was 
pointed out to Colonel Boylan, late chief of 
police, now of the detective bureau, bya 
gentlemen who had served with him in the 
confederate army. Asthe police had no in- 
formation of the defalcation,of course Colone! 
Polk's presence in this city arouséd no special 
interest. At12o’clock the party was driven 
to the Texas railroad depot and departed by 
the train leaving at that hour. 

THE ARREST MADE. 

EW ORLEANS, January 8.—A special to the 
Times-Democrat, from&San Antonia, reports 
the arrest there of Marshal T, Polk, the de- 
faulting treasurer of Tennessee. He was ar- 
rested there on a telegram sent by Mike Farrill, 
of New Orleaus, chief of the cotton exchange 
police and detective corps. 

RELEASED ON HABEAS CORPUS. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat San An- 
tonia dispatch says: The one-legged man 
arrested by Detective Price on ‘suspicion of 
being Marshal J. Polk, the defaulting state 
Tennessee, was released last 
night. The accused claimed that his name 
was not Polk but Tate. He was accompanied 
by a young man named A. Van Leerand also 
by aservant. They registered at the hotel 
but none of them wrote the name of 
the place they were from. Tate 
claimed to be a man ot wealth on his way to 
Mexico to look after some nmunes. Both Tate 
and Van Leer refused to be interviewed. The 
servant was also non-cgmmittal. Tate also 
said he had not long since returned from 
Europe. Detective Price sent off anumber of 
telegrams to the state authorities of Tennes- 
see, asking fora full description and instruc- 
tions, but could receive no reply, and conse- 
quently he was compelled to release the 
prisoner. After he was released 
and had left with his companion, 
a telegram was received from the governor of 
Tennessee telling Price to hold his man and 
baggage, and that the’necessary papers would 
be forwarded. Detective Price is confident 
that he had the right man. He has him 
shadowed, and knows where to find him 
when he receives the necessary proof of his 
identity. Captain B. 8. Jones, formerly of 
Nashville, now living im this city, saw the 
inan who was arrested yesterday, and says he 
is sure it was Polk. 

TOLD BY A MEMBER. + 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 8.—In an inter- 
view, Representative Milliken, of the inves- 
tigating committee, says the deficit in the 
treasurer's accounts is oyer four hundred 
thousand dollars, including: five United States 
one thousand dollar bonds that have been on 
band a ‘year, but cannot be found. The 
defalcation began five years ago, and 
increased fapidly after the passage of the 


hundred and three funding bill. 
Testimony shows many PR Rata in 
New York, and also shows that Representa- 


tive Duncan Cooper's orders on the treasury 
were always paid, the clerk being instructed 
by Polk to pay them. The orders were all in 
an envelope directed to Polk until a few days 
ago, and the supposition is that Polk took 


them with hina. The testimony shows 
that the late Major ‘O'Conner, killed 
at Knoxville last November, owed 


Polk fifty thousand dollars, and gave his due 
bill, whi@h Polk took with him. Polk paid 
the state’s money for exchange on San Fran- 
cisco, with which to pay for his silver mine 
in Mexico. The checks were found in a safe, 
with no evidence that they had passed the 
hands of the cemptroller. The banks show 
that the Mechanics’ bank of Knoxville owes 
the state $25,000, but the bank claims to 
have paid the money to O’Connor for Polk. 
The missing United States bonds seven were 
thirties and were the last of the school fund, 
and Polk was interested with O’Conner in 
the Gadsden ore banks, but the stock was in 
O’ Jonner’s name, though ten thousand dol- 
lars of it was paid for out of the state treas- 
ury. Thousands ef dollars of the checks 
show that they were drawn by M. T. Polk, 
treasurer, and payable to M. T. Polk, not 
countersigned by the comptroller.

INSPIRED BY GAMBETTA. 


Speeches at the Grave ef the Dead ®tatesman— Sy mpa- 
thy ef the People. 

Paris, January 8.—Enormous throngs of 
people are visiting the tomb of Gambetta in 
the cemetery ef Pere la Chaise. Yesterday a 
demonstration was made at the grave of 
Blangui. About two hundred persons of 
those present laid garlands on his graye, and 
several speeches were made. One of the 
speakers protested against the honors being 
paid to the memory of M. Gambetta. Other 
mianifestations followed at the tomb of the 
federals of 1871. Numerous signs of mourn- 


ing for Gambetta are displayed 
in Bourdeaux, Cherbourg and _ oth- 
er towns. The following is the official 


text of the remarks [made by - General 
Billot, at the grave of Gambetta: On the 
day of public mourning the army, deeply 
aflicted. unites in the sentiment of admira- 
tion, respect and profound regret for M. Gam- 
betta, who, amidst our greatest disasters, did 
not despair of the safety of the country, and 
was the soul of the national defense, and for 
General Chanzy, who was its most glorious 
seldier.’”’ The royalist papers describe the 
proceedings at Gambetta’s funeral as 
theatrical and insincere. The ex- 
treme radical press declare that the 
people were absent from the funeral. 
The republicans unanimously _ testify 
to the grave, calm and patriotic demeanor 
of the populace during the funeral. They 
express the hope that the events of the past 
week will produce concord among the repub- 
licans, especially in the chambers, and that 
the sentiment of unity uttered in the funeral 
orations will last longer than the flowers 
strewn on Gambetta’s tomb. The Francaise 
says thatit believes that the new grouping of 
the majority in the chamber of disputes will 
bring about a parliamentary duel between 

Clemenceau and M. Jules Ferry. 

Pere Hyacinthe, preaching at Galion chapel, 
said the funeral of Gambetta was not only 
national, but religious in its character, de- 
spite the absence of religious rites. Itis the 
immortal soul of a great patriot whom we 
deplore, to which homage is paid. I pray 
that our German brethren may be better in- 
spired than hitherto, and that they will act 
so the nations of the north will become recon- 
ciled to those of the south. Pere Hyacinthe 
then compared the advantages of the consti- 
tution of the monarchists with those of a wise 
republic, such as that of Washington. 

The coffin containing the remains of Gam- 
betta has been placed in the vault at Pere ga 
Chaise, belonging to the municipality of 
Paris. A bag filled with earth from the soil 
of Lorraine,which was sent from Metz,is now 
being placed upon it. The bag was embroid- 
ered with the words, ‘‘Lothoringia, mamor 
violator. non domita.’’ Efforts are being 
made to induce Gambetta’s father to allow 
the finalinterment of the remains to take 
piace at Paris. 

COMMEMORATION IN NEW YORK. 

New York, January 8.—In Tammany hall 
to-day a great throng of Frenchmen assem- 
bled to honor by funeral services the memory 
of the late great statesman, Leon Gambetta. 
In front of the stage rested a catafalque 
heavily dressed in mourning, and guarded by 
uniformed members of the Gardes LaFayette, 


whose swords and muskets bore black 
symbols of _ grief. At: 3 o'clock «a 
band stationed in the _ hall played 
the funeral march. At its conclusion the 


members of the French societies filed in, the 
officers and guests taking seats on the stage 
beneath the mourning draped portrait of 
Gambetta, and the tri-colored flag of France. 
The principal address was delivered by Pro- 


fessor Adolphe Cahn, of Columba 
college, correspondent of the Republique 
Francaise. Speeches were also made 


by Alexandre Weill, as the representative of 
‘Alsace-Lorraine; Coroner Levy, L. Mercier, 
of the Courier des Etats Unis; M. DeFerry, of 
the Meesage:-Franco-Americain; Louis V. 
Fugasesi, captain of the Garibaldi Guard, and 
Professor Alva Raymond, president of the 
Orpheon Francaise. The services closed by 
the playing of the Marsellaise. 


SPANISH AGITATION. 


A Mintaterial Orisis— Difference of Opinion Over Mat- 
ters of Finance. 

Maprrp, January 8.—A ministerigl crisis 
has occurred in consequence of differences be- 
tween Senor Comacho, minister of finance, 
and Senor Albareda, minister of commerce 
and agriculture: Ata cabinet council yester- 
day to discuss the budget with a view of re- 
ducing taxes, and at the same time increas- 
ing the revenue,Senor Comacho proposed the 
sale of the state forest lands in the moun- 
tains, valued at 40,000,000 pesetas, in order to 
provide funds to pay, during a term of eight 
yeats, the increased interest on the public 
debt, commepcing in July. Senor Albareda 
strongly opposed the proposal, and being un- 
able to agree, both he and Senor Comacbo 
tendered their resignations from the minis- 
try. To-daythe ministers met again, and 
after four hours’ deliberation, an agreement 
being impracticable, resolyed to resign in a 
body. in presenting his resignation to the 
king, Senor Sagosta, president of the council, 
stated that he weuld return to the palace at 
noon to-morrow and receive the royal com- 
mands, It is believed that he will -be invited 
to form a new cabinet,comprising some of the 
outgoing ministers. The crisis was most un- 
expected and caused a great sensation. 

Senor Sagasta is forming a new ‘cabinet of 
the same political tendency as the previous 
one, but without Senor Camano. The prefect 
of Madrid has tendered his resignation. 

A MINISTRY FORMED.

| A SUNKEN STEAMER. 


THE CITY OF BRUSSELS GONE TO 
THE BOTTOM, 


An Inman Steamer Having Braved the Atlan tic, Get 
Lost ina Fog Off Liverpool, and is Run Into 
and Sunk by «a Passing Vessel—The 
Story of the Disaster, Bite. 


al 


Lonpon, January 6.—Intelligence has just 
been received here that the Inman line 
steamer, City of Brussels, Captain Land, from 
New York, December 28th, for Liverpool, was 
run down in the channel by a Glasgow stea m- 
er during a fog, and that ten persons were 
drowned. The Times’ Liverpool dispatch 
says the Kirby Hall, the steamer which col- 
lided with the City of BrusseJs, has arrived at 
Liverpool. She reports that the collision oc- 
curred at the estuaPy of the Mersey. The City 
of Brussels foundered almost immediately. 
A dense fog prevailed in the vicinity of Liv- 
erpool for several days. When the City of 
Brussels arrived in the vicinity of the north- 
west lightship, about 6 o’clock on Saturday 
morning the fog was so dense that the captain 
decided not to attempt a headway, but re- 
main under steam near the lightship. A 
careful lookout was kept. The captain and 
second and fourth officers being on the bridge, 
and the pilot was also looking out. The bells 
kept ringing, and the fog horns were fre- 
quently sounded. Forsome time the steam- 
er lay in safety. Extra lookout men were 
posted in every part of the vessel. These 
measures had a reassuring effect on the 
passengers. Suddenly alow, gurgling sound of 
a vessel approaching was heard, and a large 
steamer, only a few yards distant, and mov- 
ing quickly through the ae loomed out in 
the fog almost instantly, And before any steps 
could be taken. to avert it, a tremendous col- 
lision was seen to be inevitable. The bow of 
the Kirby Hall struck the starboard bow of 
the City of Brussels, with’ terrific force, cut- 
ting her down to the waters edge almost half 
through. The Kirby Hall was on her maiden 
voyage. She left Glasgow only a few hours 
before, and was calling at Liverpool te com- 
plete her loading and embark passengers for 
the east. The moment the collision was seen 


on board 
Brussels to protect the lives 
passengers and crew. Those on board bear 
testimony to the presence of mind and cool- 
ness of the captain and the officers. Even 
after the collision the passengers seemed un- 
conscious of the gravity of the situation, and 
the terrible gap which had been made in the 
forward part of the vessel. She was known, 
however, to be leaking very rapidly. All the 
passengers were marshaled in the appointed 
places, so that there were no hurry nor con- 


fusion. Life buoys were served out, the 
boats . swung, and every prepara 
tion made for the emergency. 


This proved more critical and immediate 
than anticipated. The passengers had been 
put inte the boats and some of the crew toll- 
ed off to man each of these crafts, the 
captain and the remainder of the men con: 
tinuing on board -intil after the safety of the 
rest was assured. The vessel got visibly lower 
in the water, and those of the crew who had 
net escaped inthe boats climbed into the 
rigging and awaited the results. In about 
twenty minutes after the vessel gave a tre- 
mendous lurch, flinging off those in the rig- 
ging and plunging into the depths witha 
fearful swirl. ‘The scene was heartrending in 
the extreme. The people in thé boats 
were enveloped in darkness, and those in the 
water were without help. The Kirby Hall, 
which immediately after the collision had 
rebounded through the violence of the con- 
tact, and was soon obscured in the fog, was 
unable to lower her boats or render active as- 
sistance. The boatsof the City of Brussels 
picked up all who could be recovered. The 
fog lifting.» all the ee were taken 
on board the Kirby Hall, and when they 
|} were mustered on board of her, it was 
found that two of the passengers of the City 
of Brussels were drowned. They were steerage 
passengers and Italians. Also eight of the 
crew were lost, including Second Officer 
Young and Carpenter Woods. 
are believed to have escaped. The Kirby Hall, 
after searching for several hours, proceeded 
to Liverpool, where she arrived at ten o'clock 
last night, and landed the survivors at the 
landing stage. 
STORY OF THE STAR OF THE WEST. 

New Y ork, January 8.—The bark “Star of 
the West,’’ whose probable loss was reported 
yesterday, had an eventful history. Up to 
1875 the vessel was known asthe R. R. Cuy- 
ler. She wasoriginally built torun between 
New York and Savannah, and was the fastest 
propeller in the merchant marine. She was 
purchased in 1861 by the United States gov- 
ernment for $165,000, and fitted out as a gun- 
boat for blockade service. Her great speed 
stood her in good stead in this service. She 
was armed with twelve guns and stationed 
in the north Atlantic squadron. The Cuyler 
captured the schooner J. W. Wilder in 1862, 


near Mobile, the schooner Eugeni 
in 1863, and also in the same 


year she destroyed the schooner Isabel near 
Fort Morgan. The measurement of the Cuy- 
ler was 238 feet long»32 beam, 22 deep, ton- 
nage 1202. After the war she was rold to R. 
Sturgis, of this city, and put into the New 
York and New Orleans trade. Im 1867 the 
Cuyler was purghased by General Salgar, Co- 
lombian minister to the United States. 8. G. 
Courtney, then United States district attor- 
ney, upon an affidavit of Collector Smith, of 
the New York custom heuse, applied to Judge 
Betts, sitting in admiralty, for a libel against 
her for being fitted out as a privateer in the 
service of Peru against Spain. The vessel 
was detained by the government for vio- 
lating the neutrality laws. Bonds to 
the amount of $200,000 were accepted by 
Mr. Courtney from the owners, Messrs. 
Sturges, Taylor, Hubbell & Dollard. The next 
thing heard of the Cuyler was her arrival at 
Santa Martha in Colombia, under the name’ 
of El Rayno, commanded by Captain Reid, 
of New York. She was under the surveilarite 
of Spanish war vessels, and also of the United 
States man-of-war, Osceola, which was sent 
pore her if she attempted to raise the 
merican flag to cloak her deeds against 
Spanish merchantmen. It meanwhile trans- 
see that she had been purchased by Thomas 
oequero, president of the United States of 
Columbia, in order to carry out his unconsti- 
tutional projects, which he afterwards actu- 
ally carried into effect by refusing to give a 
satifactory answer to the Colombian congress 
demand for information as to the character of 
the vessel, the irregularlity of her purchase 
and her change of colors. Congress 
persisted that the executive should disarm 
the vessel, as she did not belong to the gov- 
ernment, and private individuals could not 
lawfully possess ships of war. It was resolved 
to hold General Saigar and others responsible 
for their crimin4af participation in the affair. 
This brought matters to a crisis. Mosquero 
in April, 1867, dissolved congress and pro- 
claimed himself dictator. Mosquero was cap- 
tured by General Acosto, tried and con- 
demned to exile, and with his fall from power 
was ended the coniplications arising from 
the famous K. R. Cuyler. 
The bark Star of the West, lost with all on 
board on a voyage from this port for Bremen,

AFTER THE COLLISTON, 

Further details of the disaster to the steamer 
City of Brussels say that Captain Land was 
one of the first picked up by the boats, al- 
though he, with the chief engineer, had been 
the last to leave the rigging.” When rescued 
he was in the act of passing a life buoy to a 
drowning comrade, According to the state- 
ment of the purser, the fog necessitated the 
stoppage of the steamer about haif an hour 
before the collision took place. As showing 
the terrible ature of the cellision, he says 
the main compartment of the City of Brus- 
sels was cut right intwo. After the collision 
the fog thickened, and it was dangerous even 
for boats to move about. They 
however, approached the sinking vessel, and 
found a boy named Hamilton half drowned, 
clinging to the. mizzen cross-trees. Two 
Italians who were drowned seemed to have 
lost their lives from terror, and jumped over- 
board without waiting to see what could be 
done for their safety. Persons who were lost 
include Conner, the quartermaster, and 
Cochrane, the steward of the steamer. 
Neither the passengers nor the crew .were 
able to save anything, and many persons 
were compelled to leave the ship with 
the barest articles of clothing. The 
captain of the Kirby Hall steamer, 
which ran down the City of Brussels, was 
indefatigable in his endeavors to relieve the 
passengers, but owing to the low tide his ves- 
sel was obliged to be outside the bar until 
shortly after seven o’clock last evening, when 
all were landed at Woodsideand subsequently 
brought to Liverpool. Before the steamer 
Kirby Hall arrived at Liverpool, the pilot 
boat boarded her with provisions, which were 
very welcome, as the passengers had not tasted 
food for a number of hours. Many of them 
are suffering greatly from the shock. 
Besides the breach in the hull the bulkhead 
of the City of Brussels was shifted by 
the violence of the collision, thus accounting 
for her speedy sinking. The captain of the 
Kirby Hall states that, he backed his engines 
on first hearing the whistles of the City of 
Brussels. The total value of the cargo of the 
City of Brussels was $350,000. Messrs. Inman 
state that the engine of the steamer City of 
Brussels at the time of the disaster had been 
stationary forty-one minutes. 

THE DIVERS AT WORK 

The divers have gone to remove the mast 
and funnels of the steamer City of Brussels, 
which are obstructing navigation. Mr. Skin- 
ner, a passenger of the City of Brussels, states 
that the pilot jumped into the first boat 
which was launched. This so enraged the 
captain that he called upon tbe crew to pull 
him out. This caused the only incident of 
confusion, Matters were conducted so smooth 
that until five boats were lowered the passen- 


gers did not believe the disaster 
to be really serious. The officials 
of. the Mersey dock boarl and o 


the Liverpool salvage association have visit- 
ed the scene of the collision and ~.arked the 
spot of the disaster, which is two ms and a 
half from the light ship. There is ne hopeg 
saving the hull. The divers expect to sav@ ’ 


favorable. Other portions will doubtless 
wash out. The captain of the steamer, Kirb 

Hall, states that the City of Brussels, al- 
though her engines were stationary, was 
coming on with the tide with such impetus 
that a collision was inevitable. The purser 
of the City of Brusséls states that at the last 
moment they puton steam witha view of 
moving to avoid a collision, but uselessly. 


THE GERMAN FLOODS. 


Relief fer the Sufferers from Twe Continents Aec- 
knowledged. . 

Lonpon, January 8.—A dispatch’ from Ber- 
lin says: A house to house collection will 
shortly be started throughout the empire in 
aid of the sufferers in the flooded districts. 
The Prussian government hasalready granted 
25,000 pounds for their relief, and the govern- 
ment of Hesse has given the same amount. 
Subscriptions in Rissia have reached 175,000 
pounds. Large sums are arriving from Eag- 
land and America, 

The Frankfort Gazette, acknowledging the 
receipt of 33,000 marks in Frankfort, from 
New York, for the benefit of the Rhine land 
sufferers by the floods, says these gifts furnish 
a fresh and happy proof that Germans who 
have found new homesin America are not 
lost to the old fatherland, but have ever warm 
and active sympathy in Germany’s fortunes 
and alsoin her mishaps,

Aveusta, Ga., January §8.—Augusta Is a 
sortof money center, and ~ factory “center, 
and just now heavy on bonds and stocks, 50 
I drop into these topics, as catching best the 
current of news in this section. 

In railroad circles, the most engaging topic 
is the recent contest for the presidency of the 
Central railroad. General Alexander's de- 
feat was a shock to many, dnd a surprise fo 
almost all. It was the direct result of the 
vote of 6.250 shares of stock, standing in the 
name of John S. Cisco & Son, of New York. 
Up to within afew days General Alexander 
was perfectly confident that this stock would 
be voted for liis re-election. By s me sudden, 
and only partially explained manipulation, 
it was secured for the support of Captain 
Raoul, which determined inevitably the con- 
test in his favor. 

This stock, while in the@e name of 

“Messrs. Sisco -& Son, is generally 
understood to be the property of either Mr. 
or Mrs. E. H. Green, of New York. The for- 
mer, General Alexander felt assured would 
be his hearty supporter, and it was fairly pre- 
sumable that the wife would see through 
the husband's specks. However the stock wes 
yoted for Captain Raoul, and the most popu- 
Jar theory as to the mannerin which it was 
secured to his support is that somebody, 
through enthusiastic desire for bis election, 
bought outright from Messrs. Cisco & Son 
4,000 shares of the stock at $150 per share, on 
condition that a proxy to vote the balance 
should’ go with the sale of the 1,000 shares. 
This shrewd coup d'etat captured the balance 
of power, and effected General Alexander's 
defeat. 

The result of*the contest engenders consid- 
erable bitterness of feeling, but it is to be 
hoped that after the battle smoke has passed 
away, harmony will again prevail, and the 
interest of ali concerned suffer no serious 
damage. The decline in the stock since the 
élection has been about $5.00 per share. I 
do not think this fairly chargeable to the re- 
sult of the election, but clearly to the fact 
that both parties tothe contest bought con- 
siderable stock: purely for the purpose of 
voting it, and since the fight this stock is be- 
ing forced to sale, which produces a supply 
on the market farin excess of the demand. 
Some decline is the unayvidable result. Be- 
fore dismissing this subje@, I cannot resist re- 
peating a very forceful answer, which I heard 
the o.ber day to a very pertinent question. 
A igentleman, warmly} in favor of General 
Alexander, asked andther: ‘‘What motive 
can you imogine those New York parties had 
in going back on the jgeneral?’

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ONCE MORE. 

The authorities of a growing city like At- 
lanta ave unusual’ responsibilities resting 
upon theirshoulders. A city that hasachieved 
its growth, and there are many such all over 
the country, have little else to'do than to 
provide for ordinary expenses. The city gov- 
ernment of Atlanta, however, has before it 
the somewhat serious problems that accom- 
pany extraordinary growth and development. 
The most important of these is the placing 
ofpermanent improvements on the streets 
and sidewalks. For the most part, the street 
improvements hereabouts have consisted of 
grading, cutting down embankments, and fill 
ing up mud-holes with the material of which 
mud is made, There are some recent ex- 
ceptions. For instance, a portion of Peach- 
tree sireet has been macadamized, and a 
part of Whitehall, but in a general way the 
condition of our thoroughfares cannot be ade 
quately described. | 

The old city government madea fair start 
in the right direction, but the new govern- 
ment can do a great deal better. It “has the 
advantage in one thing,, of haying an ag- 
gressive public sentiment behind it—a public 
sentiment that stands ready to indorse any 
genuine permanent improvement, or,to emi- 
phatically condemn any failure on the part 
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f those who bave volunteered to manaje 
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‘soldier as well.of her unequalled leader. Gen- | 
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the affairs of the city. No city administra- 
tion has ever had ‘such an opportunity to 
win “the admiration and the gratitude of 
its consituents. 

Atlanta is growing; it is growing with 
extraordinary rapidity; but it cannot con- 
tinue to grow unless the property-owners and 
those who desire to become {property-owners 
receive some substantial assurance 
that their investments are to receive 
the protection of good streets and’ passable 
sidewalks. The citizen who is not a property 
owner also deserves consideration. Atlanta, 
like all cities, is largely made up of people 
who do not own any great amount of real 
estate, but whose presence and labor are in- 
dispensable to its prosperity. These people 
deserve consideration. ue ae 

Oecesionally we deal somewhat flippantly 
with this important question of street im- 
provements. There isa melancholy humor 
in the depth, extent, character and staying 
qualities of our mud; but this is merely inci- 
dental—a sort of relief to the overburdened 
mind. The question is a very serious one; it 
touches the future prosperity of the city at 
every point; and it is to be hoped that it will 
be dealt with as promptly and as energe.ically 
as its importance demands.

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THE THREE TARIFF BILLS. 

The senate finance committee and the ways 
and means committee of the house have -re- 
vised the revision of the tariff commission, 
and the result is before the public. This may 
be stated to be in general terms, as ‘follows: 
The bill ef the tariff commission contains no 
substantial reduction of the tariff, but in or- 
der to keep upa show of reduction certain 
changes were made affecting the weaker in- 
terests. These interests have rallied, and 
some have got what they wantat the hands of 
the senate committee, and some at the hands 
of the house committee. The revisers in either 
case revised up and never down. The con- 
sumers are badly “‘left’’ as they always must 
be in bills manipulated by a packed commis- 
sion, or by the men that muster under the 
Vermont senator or Philadelphia’s champion 
protectionist. | 

It is amusing to see how every interest has 
been cared for by the two committees or by 
the commission. Let us mention two or three.

A duty of three cents a pound 
is proposed upon Russia iron. 
This iron is the best article 


in the market for stove-pipes, parts of stoves, 
and locomotive jackets. No Russia iron ig 
made ia this country, but a bogus article, 
protected by patents, is made at Pittsburg by 
the Wood family. It isa fair substitute for 
Russia iron, but why turners, stove and pipe 
makers should be compelled to pay the 
Woods a royalty of three cents a pound passes 
understanding. It gives the Woodsa fortune 
every year a: the expense of the men who 
use Stove-pipe; but this government was not 
originally established to benefit the Woods 
family by compellin.; the rest of the country 
to accept an inferior article of a patented 
monopoly gn terms to be named by the 
Woods themselves. ) 
Then, too, there is the matter of quinine. 
It was on the free list before the commission 
was organized, and as the commission was 
organized to reduce the tariff, it was left on 
the free list; but the ways and means com- 
mittee have had the courage to espouse the 
cause of the only two firms in the country 
manufacture quinine, They hare 
placed a ten per cent duty upon it. Wheth- 
er this was done on the ground that 
quinine is a luxury, or that all 
manufacturers should be protected in Chair- 
man Kelley’s city—Philadelphia—we are not 
advised. If ihe proposition is accepted by 
congress, Philadelphia will have a corner on 
quinine, for the only two mills in the coun- 
try are located in that city. Long live Phila- 
delphia and Chairman Kelley. Res 
Neither committee gave the cause of public 
intelligence any consideration. The com- 
mission proposed a duty of fifteen per cent 
on books, but the senate committee promptly 
raised this to twenty per cent. Nor is this all 
the 'tax that they propose to put on the, 
spread of information. The commission 
thought wood pulp should be put on the free 
list, but those distinguished wood-pulpers, 
Senator Miller and Representative Russell, 
came up nobly, and secured without difficul- 
ty from the ways and means committee an 
amendment imposing a tax of fifteen per 


cent upon all wood-pulp used in 
the manufacture of print paper. 
Thus American newspapers would 


be compelledto use taxed paper, and pay 
postage, while their Canadian contemporaries 
could fillour postal bags with papers free 
alike of taxation and postage. But the mo- 
nopolists and their representatives in congress 
assembled have no liking for the newspapers, 
and it appears no fear of them. | 
- To pick out the villainous propositions in 
the three bills would tire the a Of the 
three, undoubtedly Kelley’s bill is the cheek- 
iest and most abominable; but the senate bill 
is not far behind it. In the latter, for exam- 
ple, ready-made clothing is increased from 30 
to 40 cents per pound and 35 per cent ad 
valorem. This tax—for, every bitof itisa 
direct tax—falls, not upon the rich, but upon 
the millions who cannot afford to deal with a 
merchant tailor, The house bill, however, 
outdoes the senate bill in infamy when, at 
the instigation of two or three manufacturers 


of spool cotton, the poor tailor and 
poorer sewing men are to be taxed 
from seven to eight cents on 


every dozen spools of thread thatthey use. 
They will, in fact, not only have to pay this 
tax,if the bill becomes a law, but whatever 
more the monopolists think they can impose 
without bringing in English thread. 

It is altogether unnecessary to pursue the 
subject further. The south is the victim of 
all three bills. The duty om cotton ties is to 
be increased, while that on rice is to be de- 
creased. The three billsshould be considered

Lady Wilde, who isnot merely renowned as the 
mother of Oscar, but who, thirty years ago, was, as 
“‘Speranza,’’ the poetess of Young Ireland, com- 
municates to a London weekly her views on 
‘‘Manner and Conversation.’ *‘People are growing 
weary,’’ she telis us, ‘‘of the flippant grotesque, and 
are haunted by a desire for some nobler communion 
of souls. Women live so apart from 
practical life that their opinion on grave, deep sub- 
jects,is worth nothing.’’ “The qualities are rare and 


| beautiful that can make a woman not only a 


divine guide to a human heart, but also 
u splendid power in social life.’’

| A CAR LOAD OF BEES, 


Mevingfera Winter's Neliday tn Florida—A Queer 
Freight and Queer Experiment. 

On Saturday a carcontaininga curious freight 
was switched on the East Tennessee and Virginia 
railroad and moved south.
